“TWO CRUISERS. 


British Fleet in Pacific is 


at sea off Coronel last Sunday 


(BY PACIFIC CABLE.) 
VALPARAISO (Chile) Nov. 3.—The 
German warships Gneisenau, Scharn- 
horst, Neurenberg, Leipzig and Dres- 
den today attacked the British fleet 
off Coronel, Chile. The British cruiser 
Monmouth was sunk. The cruiser 


Good Hope was very badly damaged, 


and, as she was.on fre, is supposed 
to have been lost. 


Nurenberg and Gneisenau anchored at 


midday today in Valparaiso Harbor 
uninjured. The British cruiser Glas- 
gow is also reported to have been bad- 
ly damaged in the naval battle off 
Coronel. 

The British cruisers Good Hope, 
Monmouth and Glasgow were under 
command of Rear-Admiral Sir Chris- 
topher Cradock and had been search- 
ing the coasts of South America for 
several weeks with the object of en- 
gaging the German warships, which 
had pg destroying British merchant 
vesse 


The British cruiser Monmouth, re- 
ported sunk in the engagement today, 
was 440 feet long and sixty-six-foot 
beam, and of 9800 tons displacement. 
She carried fourteen six-inch guna, 
eight threg-inch guns, three three- 
pounders, and was fitted with two 
eighteen-inch torpedo tubes. Her 
complement was 655 men. The Mon- 
mouth was built In 1899. 

The Hope, also reported lost, 
was the flagship of the squadron. She 
was 600 feet long, seventy-one-foot 
beam, and displaced 14,100 tons. She 
represented the British nation at the 
Jamestown Exposition in 1907. Her 
armament consisted of two 9%.2-inch 
guns, sixteen six-inch guns, fourteen 
three-inch guns, three three-pounders 
and two elghteen-inch torpedo tubes. 
She had a complement of $00 men. 
The Good Hope was bullt thirteen 


years ago. 

The light cruiser Glasgow, which 
took refuge at Coranel, was buflt in 
1909. She was 430 feet long, forty- 
seven-foot beam, and displacement of 
4820 tons. She had a complement of 
376 men. Her armament consisted of 
two six-inch guns and ten four-inch 
guns. She was equipped with two 
eighteen-inch torpedo tubes. 

Sir Christopher Cradock, who com- 
manded the squadron, was in charge 
of the British fleet in Mexican waters 
at the time American marines occu-

Scharnhorst and Gneisenau are sister 
Ships of 11,600 tons. Both were built 
in 1806 and are 440 feet long on the 
water line. They have a complement 
of 7656 men. Each of the two véasels 
carries eight 8.2-inch and six #ix-Inch 
guns, twenty twenty-fourpounders and 
four machine guns. Each has four 
torpedo tubes. 

Both the Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisenau on September 22 last bom- 
barded and destroyed Papeete, the 
principal town and port of the French 
island of Tahiti in the Society Grodp 
in the Pacific Ocean.

EMBARGO WILL 
HELP GROWERS. 


France Retains Dried Fruit 
and Nut Crop, 


Removes Serious Competitor 
in Great Trade. 
Americans Must Get Prunes 

and Walnuts Here. 


Cablegrams were received yesterday 
by the California Walnut Growers’ As- 
sociation in Los Angeles from its rep- 
resentatives in Grenoble and Bor- 
deaux, France, announcing the action 
of the French government in declar- 
ing all nuts and fruits under embargo 

as regards 


Carlyle Thorp 
of the Walnut Growers’ Association. 
“Although a large shipment of wal- 
nuts was anticipated from France, 
now no shipments will come except 
from the Naples section; a small pro- 
ducer. This means that California 
will have to supply the demand for 
walnuts in this country this year. A 
large portion of the crop already has 
been shipped to the eastern market, 
and so prices for the present probably 
will not advance until the cold weath- 
er, and the holiday demand will draw 
attention to the shortage. ._ The mar- 
ket already has been made firmer, but 
not until Thanksgiving will high prices 


“One of the important economic re- 
sults of this conflict in has 
been a realization in the United States 
of the great value of being independ- 
ent in production of food products,” 
continued Mr. Thorp. “However, the 
fact that the United States is inde- 


In the case of the walnut, the gov- 
ernment has seen fit to reduce the 
tariff, which encourages the importa- 
tion of French and Italian nuts. 

The present French embargo leaves 
the United States with only 18,000,000 
pounds of California walnuts with 
which to offset the annual consump- 
tion of 60,000,000 pounds. 

In the course of seven or eight years 
of substantial protection of the Cal- 
ifornia walnut industry by the govern- 
ment, through a higher tariff and co- 
operation with the growers in improv- 
ing varieties and fighting the blight, 
this State could produce enough wal- 
nuts for the whole United States. And 
yet today we have not a single ex-
